An  Ordinance 

ELATING  TO  STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS. 


B*  it  Ordained  by  the  Township  Committee  of 
the  Township  of  Bloomfield  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  owuefr.  occupant  or  o  her  persi 
having  the  charge  of  each  and  every  dwelling 
house,  store  or  oth^r  building  or  lot  or  lot*  of 
ground,  shall,  withi#  six  hours  after  every  fall  of 
snow,  or  after  the  formation  of  any  ice.  upon  t  le 
side*  alk  in  front  th»-reor,  cause  the  said  snow  r 
ice  (unless  said  ice  shalljhave  been  Iperfectly  c<  v- 
ered  with  sand  or  ashes)  to  be  enthety  removed 
from  off  the  flagging  or  plauk*  in  front  thereof, 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  suc  h 
neglect,  to  be  forfeited  and  pai  by  ihe  said  owner, 
occupant  or  persorij  having  charge  thereof,  sev¬ 
erally  and  respectively  ;  provided  that  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  not  apply  to  ahy  sidewa'k  which  s' all 
n  t  at  the  time  have  l>e*n  laid  either  to  the  whole 
width  ora  part  thereof,  with  flaggiug, cement,  con¬ 
crete  plank  or  boards.
